N the first month or two 
after Stalin's death there 
were hopes and indeed 
signa that the new Govern- 
ment intended to relax the 
rigours of the dictatorship,, 
to restore Home measure of 
civet Tiberty, to give the 
formal gunrantees of — the 
constituilon some reality, 
and to catablish to some 
extent the “rule of law? In 
place of the arbitrary acts 
of police and officials, In 
thore days the phrare 
“Soviet legality’ was re- 
peatedly used in the 
Kuasinu press to deseribe 
tho new asotem that was 
to replace the old. At. the 
end oof March oa wide 
amnesty wan granted — by 
decree, Many thousands 
of convicted prisoners were 
relensed and thousands of 
others had their sentences 
Nalved. It was noted at 
the Lime that prisoners 
guilty of counter 
revelutionsry activities or 
of offences against the 
State Itself were excluded, 
Nevertheless the amnesty 
was u-fact and seemed 4 
significant one. At the 
came time there was the 
outspoken condemnation of 
the methods of the security 
police tn the case of the 
Moscow «doctors who had 
been falsely accused of 
nttempting to polyor 
prominent Soviet personali- 
ties and who had been 
coerced jnto making untrue 
confessions of their guilt. 
"THESE were promising 
signs, [ut even more 
hopeful was the announce- 
ment that there wax to bo 
an immediate and drastle 
reform of the penal code, 
For {t is the penal codo 
with its provisions for 
sentencing to  imprison- 
ment or exile “by decree of} 
“an administrative organ” 
— In other words without 
any kind of ‘trial — which 
had made nonsense of the 
constitution. Six months 
have passed since the pro- 
clamation of the’ amnesty 
and the promise of reform 
of the penal code, What pro- 
gress has been made? So far 
there is none to report. No 
more has been heard of the 
penal code, It was not 
mentioned at the August 
session of the Supreme 
Soviet. Mr Malenkov in x 
speech lasting nearly two 
hours aaid ‘not a sing 
word ahout it, or about the 
constitutional = rights f 
Soviet citizens whieh (it 
had been promised in 
April) would be “sacredly 
observed” or about “Sovict 
legality.” The phrase once 
recurrent day after day in 
the Sovict press has been. 
withdrawn: from eireuln- 
tion. - 
ME reasons which have led 
the’ Soviet Government 
., first to promise and then 
*- to-drop such- reforms can 
’ only be surmised. There 
ja a. natural inclination to 
link it with the. fall of 
Borin and to conclude that 
he wis the advocate and 
protagonist of reform ‘and
